Laclede now has about 105,000 
house-heating customers, or near- 
ly one third of its potential cus- 
tomers. It says it could serve 
about 75,000 more house-heating 
customers, if equipped with suf- 
ficient storage. 

Underground Storage Method. 

Underground storage of natural 
gas near the scene of its use is 
not a novelty. It is generally re- 
garded as feasible in a porous un- 
derground layer having a dome 
formation, where there is an an- 
ticline, or tilting, of the rock 
strata above and below. Above- 
ground storage in tanks, or stor- 
age in covered quarries, also is 
feasible, usually involving lique- 
faction of the gas in storage, but 
Laclede says that would be more 
costly than the underground 
method here.

ASSEMBLY OF GOD APPEALS 
FOR MORE FREEDOM IN ITALY 


ROME, June 21 (AP)—Accusing 
Italy’s Interior Ministry of re- 
ligious intolerance, the Assembly 
of God congregation in Italy has 
appealed to the nation’s highest 
tribunal for legal recognition. 

The Interior Ministry, headed 
by Christian Democrat Mario 
Scelba, administers religious cults | 
in this country, whose constitu- 
tion makes Roman Catholicism the 
religion of the state. Other creeds 
are permitted, however.

JAMES W. WADSWORTH 
DIES, EX- SENATOR 


New . Yorker, Father-in-Law 
of Symington, Also Served 
in House. 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
James W. Wadsworth, former 
United States Senator and Repre- 
sentative from New York, died 
tonight. He headed the com- 
mission which drew up plans for 
universal military training. 

Mr. Wadsworth died in Emer- 
gency Hospital. He had suffered 
from an abdominal ailment for 
which he underwent surgery in 
September, 1951. He was 74 years 
old. 

A Republican, Mr. Wadsworth 
was the third man in American 


history to become a member of 
the United States House after 


service in the Senate. The others 


were John Quincy Adams, the 
sixth President, and the late 
Theodore Burton of Ohio. 

In Congress he showed a con- 
tinuing and intense interest in 
national defense. He was gener- 
ally regarded as the one man who 
most persuaded the House—a few 
months before Pearl Harbor—to 
vote for draft legislation. 

He retired from Congress in 
1950 after two terms in the Sen- 
ate and nine in the House. 
| President Truman later picked 
| him to head the National Security 
| Training Commission which, on 
Oct. 28, 1951, came up with a 
blueprint for compulsory military 
training of American youth. 


The commission had been 
formed the previous June, after 
Congress had approved the prin- 
ciple, but not the details, of 
U.M.T. This year, the Senate 
approved a U.M.T. bill along the 
lines of what the Wadsworth com- 
mission had recommended, but 
the House voted to send it back 
to committee for further study.

By a Special Correspondent of the 
LINCOLN, Nebr., June 21 — A 
new scheme for administration of 
Jand and water resource develop- 
_ ment in the Missouri river valley 
and other major watersheds has 
been laid before the Missouri 
Basin Survey Commission by the 
State Grange of Minnesota. It 
would emphasize policy forming 
over management. 
It reflects the growing realiza- 

tion that some form of unified di- 
- rection is needed for basin devel-| 
opment, This is one of a wide va- 
_ Yiety of ideas already before the 
survey commission, which will un- 
dertake to correlate them and 
find a suitable formula th: t might 
be expected to gain general ac- 
ceptance. 

The commission, which has its 
offices in Lincoln, will conduct a 
public hearing on Missouri basin 
matters at Denver June 26 and at 
Worland, Wyo., June 27-28. 


Minnesota Grange Plan. 


The Minnesota Grange plan, in- 
dicative of the thinking of one of 
the larger and more conservative 
national farm bodies, was set out 
in a statement by William B. 
Pearson, master of the State 
Grange. 

“Watershed planning and de- 
velopment, we believe, should be 
under the direct administration of 
a single watershed board, or au- 
thority.” Pearson said, “‘but this 
board should not be a full-time 
board, It should in the strictest 


sense be a policy-forming board,4— 


~ not a management board.” 

The Grange suggested that the 
board consist of three members 
representing federal interests, 
perhaps the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, the Army Engineers and the 
Agriculture Department, and four 
representing interests of the 10 
Missouri basin states. All would 
be appointed by the President, 
subject to Senate confirmation. 

Choice of State Appointees. 

Representatives of the state in- 
terests might be chosen from 20 
nominees divided between the 
two major political parties, pro- 
posed by the governors or legis- 
latures of the basin states, the 
Grange added. Staggered seven- 
year terms for all members were 
suggested, to assure continuity of 
policy, which, it was pointed out, 
is vitally needed. 

“The board,’ the Grange con- 
tinued, “‘should have authority to 
employ a watershed administra- 
tor, but neither the board nor the 
administrator would be authorized 
to employ any of the technical 
and scientific staff used in plan- 
ning the watershed and in the 
work of developing this plan. The 
administrator should be author- 
ized to employ his immediate ad- 
ministrative staff only. 

“He should not only be a man 
of broad administrative experi- 
ence, but also be experienced and 
trained in resources development. 
The board should be rigidly im- 
ited to the selection of adminis- 
trators with these qualifications. 

“All scientific, engineering, 
professional and skilled personnel 
used by the administrator should 
be assigned to him from consti- 
tuted public resources agencies, 
either of the local, state or fed- 
eral governments.” 

‘Technical-Scientific Staff. 

This technical scientific staff, 
the Grange said, would plan and 
develop the watershed, under di- 
rection of the watershed adminis- 
trator and under the policies de- 
termined by the board. 

“The plan,” it was added, 
“should call for meshing the 
regular work and policies of each 
of these government agencies into 
the over-all plan of development 
of the watershed. Adjustment to 
the renuirements of the unified 
watershed plan, however, should 
be dominant over the specific 
policies of the agencies furnish- 
ing the scientific staff. 

“The watershed board, through 
the administrator, should have 
charge of all funds primarily ap- 
propriated for use in planning 
and developing the watershed.” 

The Grange expressed fear that 
a small, full-time administrative 
board, such as that of the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority, could not 
operate effectively, on the ground 
it might tend to divide powers 
among its members, It also pro- 
fessed concern that objectionable 
political patronage might spring 
up if such boards were permitted 
to have large staffs of their own.

In Texas Was Dismal and Obscure 


Birth of Future General Took Place While 
Father Was at Work — No One 
Who Knew Them Remains.

the life of Dwight David Eisen- 
hower, was dramatized here today 
with the general-candidate 
honored guest of this railroad 
town where he was born. 


On the day of his birth. his 
father, David Eisenhower. was 
away from home, working down 
the line as an engine wiper for 
the Missouri-Kansas-Texas Rail- 
road. The family was poor and in 
debt from a mercantile failure. 
The wife and mcther, Ida Eliza- 
beth Stomer Eisenhower, was Car- 
rying her third child. She asked 
a roomer in their small house, 
Jim Redmon, a Katy engineer, to 
rush out for a doctor. Dr. B. H. 
Bailey arrived promptly and de- 
livered a male child that was 
named David after his father. 


The event was considered un- 
important in Denison, except by 
the immediate family. The Eisen- 
hower family, now increased to 
five, was new to Denison and, 
more significant, the family lived 
on the wrong side of the railroad 
tracks—the father a mere engine 
wiper rated below conductors and 
engineers and brakemen and 
switchmen, not to mention white- 
collar clerks. 

No Record of Birth. 

Not one Denison newspaper re- 
corded the birth of the future 
general. Today the local press is 
filled with news of his homecom- 
ing. The local boy has made 
good. 

Perhaps the Eisenhowers would 
prefer not to hear that word 
“good.” It was a man named 
Good who figured in David Eisen- 
hower’s financial troubles. The 
Eisenhowers had been farmers for 
generations, but salesman Good 
persuaded David to go into a gen- 
eral store partnership in the vil- 
lage of Hope, near Abilene, Kan., 
and then departed. 
~With creditors pressing him, 
and his mortgaged farm fore- 
closed, David took the Katy’s 
short line out of Kansas City and 
got off at Denison, where he 
found employment with the Katy 
and Cotton Belt railroads. From 
then on he never over-extended 
his credit. He went so far as to 
notify his grocer and butcher that 
they were never to send him a 
bill—he would drop in and pay 
in full each pay day. When an un- 
informed bookkeeper inadvertent- 
ly mailed him a bill, he termi- 
nated further dealings with that 
firm. 

Mother’s Inspiration. 

It was a depressing world into 
which the future general was 
born. Depressing, except that his 
father, however, impractical, was 
an idealist, and his mother, both 
idealistic and practical, was a 
valiant soul who _smiled gaily 
through misfortune and made an 
inspiring success of her progeny. 
She was never known to com 
plain—not even when all six of | 
her children turned out to be/§ 
boys. 

The family Bible (the family 
had belonged to a Mennonite sect 
known as the River Brethren, al- 
though the general now attends 
Presbyterian services) records 
that the third son was born Oct. 


years in Denison and about 17 in 
Abilene, he was around 19 when 
he entered West Point, though 
somebody later raised a question 
as to whether he was actually 20 
and therefore over age for ad- 
mission to the military academy. 
Anyway, Eisenhower was one of 
the older boys at the military 
academy up the Hudson.

Stabilizer Says Vote to 
End Controls Means 
Price Upsurge, More 
Inflation.

| The House’s amendment - rid- 
‘dled controls bill would remove 
curbs on just about everything 
but rents and wages. It would 
kill all credit controls, all price 
controls except on commodities 
which are rationed or allocated, 
‘and would force the Administra- 
tion to choose between dropping 
material controls over civilian 
goods or raising tariff barriers. 

The action was taken in a teller 
‘vote of 146 to 88. The amend- 
ment is subject to a final roll 
'call vote Wednesday when the bill 
will be taken up again. 

Price Administrator Ellis Arnall 
said he “just can’t believe” that 
Congress will kill price controls. 
But if it does, Arnall said, he 
will recommend that the Govern- 


ly and abolish the Office of Price 
Stabilization. 

Arnall told a meeting of the 
Eastern Labor Press Conference 
he believes the House will im- 
prove the bill. He said it would 
be “a tragedy to our nation if 
Congress comes up with such an 
ineffectual and completely mean- 
ingless piece of legislation” as 
the measure tentatively approved.

MOSCOW, June 21 (UP)—The 
officfal Communist party news- 
paper unmasked today a “Blue- 
beard” city official in Tula who 
kept a-catalogue of his numerous 
wives and children. 

Pravda said Innocentius Dimi- 
triyevich Sakhno; chief construc- 
tion engineer of the city 110 miles 
south of Moscow, divided his last 
nine wives into the categories of 
“official,” “unofficial” and “semi- 
official.” 

Although Sakhno was a mem- 
ber of the Communist party, the 
newspaper said, he lived like a 
feudal grand duke. 

He managed for a long time to 
get away with this “beastly atti- 
tude toward women and this dirty 


anti-social conduct,” the article 
said. 


Last year a court sentenced 
Sakhno to a year of compulsory 
labor and the party voted to expel 
him. He succeeded in finding a 
protector—another woman— Pauli 
Gudkova, his immediate chief in 
the building trust, Pravda said. 


She defended Sakhno and op- 
posed the party decision to expel 
him for polygamy and drunken- 
ness on the grounds that it con- 
stituted “interference in the pri- 
vate life of a Communist.” She 


managed to get him an amnesty 
from the district party committee 
and kept him on the job on the 
basis that “we are purely an ad- 
ministrative organization. Our in- 
dustrial plan has top priory and

not matter.” 

Such a situation is intolerable, 
the Pravda writer argued, partic- 
ularly since Sakhno’s immorality 
also influenced his work, which 
deteriorated seriously.

Revercomb said at a rally here, 
“or to provide for investments in 
income - bearing Government 
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bonds. In the absence of such 
legislation or arrangement, the 
money should be scattered and 
deposited in banks throughout the 
state in such amounts as consist- 
ent with the proper security - of 
the funds. ‘ 

“If elected treasurer I promise 
to do all in my power to divert 
this revenue to the state and not 
to permit any group or clique to 
appropriate this vast sum of mon- 
ey to which the state of Missouri 
is rightfully entitled.” 

Revercomb, who said that 60 
per cent of $100,000,000 in state 
deposits was in three banks, as-

Legislation Is Designed to Lift Threat of 
Bigamy Prosecution From Over 
Millions Who Remarry. 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (UP)— 
The Senate today passed by unani- 
mous voice vote legislation in- 
tended to lift the threat of a pros- 
ecution for bigamy from over mil- 
lions of Americans divorced and 
since remarried. 

It approved and sent to the 
House legislaticn to guarantee 
that valid divorces granted in any 
state will be legal in all others, 
if they meet certain standards.

“It is neither good morals nor 


good law to have a divorce legal 
in one state and illegal in another, 
so that a married man or woman 
may become a criminal by step- 
ping over an imaginary line” and 
“such a situation demands con- 
gressional action.”

Specifically, to receive “full 
faith and credit” in all states any 
divorce would have to meet the 
standards set in the legislation. 

In a dissent on one of the most 
celebrated Supreme .Court di- 
vorce rulings of the generation, 


Justice Hugo Black estimated in | 


1945 that upward of 3,500,000 
men and women faced possible 
“criminal prosecution and harass- 
ment” because some states de- 
clined to accept valid divorce de- 
crees from others. 

That was in the case of Wil- 
liams vs. North Carolina, which 
came twice to the high tribunal, 
testing the validity of a Nevada 
decree. 

North Carolina won the right 
to prosecute the principals on a 
bigamy charge when the Supreme 
Court held, on a 6 to 3 vote, that 
each state may decide for itself 
whether Nevada’s six-week resi- 
dence rules constitutes “legal 
domicile.” North Carolina said it 
did not. 

By implication, the Supreme 
Court in that case invited con- 
gressional intervention to stand- 
ardize divorce laws.

Stuart Hamblen of Arcadia, 
Calif., strapping 43-year-old cow- 
boy evangelist and composer of 
gospel songs, described himself as 
an ex-alcoholic who had “hit the 
sawdust trail” in 1949. 

He sang and spoke before an 
audience of 2000 persons at the 
Shubert theater under the aus- 
pices of Youth for Christ, Inc. 
He will speak at two East St. 
Louis churches this morning, and 
at an evening service here to- 
night. 

Hamblen, who got rid of hi 
stable of racing horses after he 
was converted by evangelist Billy 
Graham at Los Angeles, told the 
Post-Dispatch he had no illusions 
about his qualifications for run- 
ning the country, but would wage 
an aggressive campaign, even 
though he does not expect victory. 
“If I were elected,” hé said 
candidly, “I couldn’t bring back 
Prohibition. But the wildest idiot 
in the United States admits you’ve 
got to have an educational pro- 
gram, so far as liquor is con- 
cerned.” 

The 200-pound, 6-foot-2 candi- 
date said he would strongly urge 
elimination of liquor advertising 
from radio and television, ané 
from newspapers.

A DOZEN EGGS, which in 1945 cost :60 
pesos cannot be had for less than five pesos. 
A chicken, formerly sold for 1.80 pesos, now 
costs 25 pesos. A pound of sgtringbeans, 
formerly .20, is now 4.50. A poor quality of 
wine has gone up from .60 a bottle to four. 

The price of clothing has kept pace with 
the price of food. A pair of shoes which used 
to sell for 25 pesos, now costs 140 or more. 
A man’s suit has gone up from 150 to about 
1500 pesos and a woman’s dress from 70 to 
280 pesos. 


A’ house which “pre-Peron” cost 20,000 
pesos to build may now sell for around 300,-

These are the kind of things the people 
can understand, even though they can no 
longer read the factual story of the daily 
acts of the Peron regime in “La Prensa” 
of Buenos Aires, the powerful independent 
newspaper silenced and expropriated by 
Peron. 


The crowds still gather in the Plaza de 
Mayo to shout for Peron and Evita.

Young students who revolt against Peron’s 
rule are clamped into jail and labeled “Com- 
munists,” but the real Communist party 
members are very much at large. Rudolfo 
Ghioldi, the well-known Communist leader, 
was the only citizen in Argentina who last 
November was granted the same privilege as 
Eva Peron, and allowed to vote from a 
hospital bed. 


Increasingly, Peron’s propaganda machine 
rants against the United States—and plays 
down criticism of Soviet Russia. It becomes 
all but indistinguishable from the anti- 
Americanism of the Russian propaganda 
itself. Last February, Peron’s captive labor 
unions managed to set up a new Latin Ameri- 
can Labor Organization, in opposition to the 
Anti-Communist Inter-American Regional 
Workers’ Organization, with headquarters in 
Havana. 


Nor has Peron given up his dream of ex- 
tending Peronist influence and ideas through- 
out much of Latin America. All of which 
fits in with the Kremlin’s plans—spreading 
discord in the Americas, isolating the United 
States in the Western Hemisphere. 


New regimes in Bolivia and Ecuador re- 
flect a rising resentment against recent 
United States policy—a resentment carefully 
nurtured by Peron.

today. Ike simply hasn’t had a chance to 
apply himself to these matters. Taft has. 


It is important to compare Taft’s and Eisen- 
hower’s personal inclinations. On any such 
comparison Taft would certainly be well to 
the right. But over the past 40 years the 
Senator from Ohio has found it either neces- 
sary or desirable to make certain modifica- 
tions in the application of his personal doc- 
trines to specific conditions, as has Harry 
Truman. This is a process through which 
Ike has not yet had the time or need to pass 
(or rather had not until he found the transi- 
tion from military to political life looming 
ahead of him),

Is He ‘To the Right of Taft’ In Domestic Politics? 


What Eisenhower Said to His 
Old Friends in Abilene, Kan. 


EDITOR'S NOTE — Following is 
the transcript of General Eisenhower's 
address at the cornerstone-laying for 
the Eisenhower Foundation at Abilene, 
Kan., June 4. He had not prepared his 
words in advance, and they received 
less attention at the time than they 
might have, because his formal address 
followed, but the remarks printed here 


contain some insight into the per- 


sonality of the man, Eisenhower, 

N more than one occasion in the 
() course of a long career in the Armed 

Services I have returned to our country 
from abroad. I have found that never is 
that home-coming feeling completely satis- 
fied until once more I can come to this 
town where I was reared and stand right 
here on this spot—the spot.where David J. 
and Ida Elizabeth Eisenhower raised six 
boys. 


My brothers and I, all of my family, are 
tremendously and profoundly grateful to 
this gathering today, by your presence to 
pay tribute to their memory, to what they 
stood for, to what we believe they still are. 


Inevitably on such an occasion as this, 
memory is bound to turn backward. In 
fact, this day, eight years ago, I made the 
most agonizing decision of my life. I had 
to decide to postpone by at least 24 hours 
the most formidable array of fighting 
ships, and.of fighting men, that was ever 
launched across the sea against a hostile 
shore. The consequences of that decision 
at that moment could not have been fore- 
seen by anyone, 


If there were nothing else in my life to 
prove the existence of an Almighty and 
merciful God, the events of the next 24 
hours did it. I believe that that decision 
at the moment could possibly have cost us 
additional thousands in lives. The greatest 
break in a terrible outlay of weather oc- 
curred the next day and allowed that great 
invasion to proceed, with losses far below 
those we had anticipated. And one of the 
great factors in the low loss of life was 
the fact that the weather was so bad and 
the surprise was practically complete. 

There is an old saying that ‘“‘there are 
no atheists in the foxholes.” There was no 
atheist in SHAEF, I can tell you. 

But that is not really where my memory 
wants to land today as,it travels back over 
the years. It is to the days of my boy- 
hood when my father and mother in this 
little cottage behind the trees were rearing 
their children to send them forth into the 
world, as families here and on back in 
this country to Plymouth Rock and the 
Jamestown families have been doing since 
the founding of this nation, 

I want to call attention to the virtues 
of the times; to, at least as my brothers 
and I devoutly believe, the extraordinary 
virtues of our parents, First of all they 
believed the admonition “the fear of God 
is the beginning of all wisdom.” Their 
bibles were a live and lusty influence in 
their lives. 

There was nothing sad about their re- 
ligion. They believed in it with a happi- 
ness and a contentment that all wofld be 
well if man would take the cards that he 
had been dealt in this world and play them 
to the best of his ability. Nothing more 
could be asked of him, and certainly there 
would be no cause for regret as he finally 
laid down his hand to go and meet the 
“Dealer.” They believed that implicitly. 


Everything that was in that bible helped 
to rule their lives, and they tried their 
best to instill it, its doctrines, its beliefs, 
its convictjons, in their sons. 


And they were frugal, possibly of neces- 
sity, because I have féund out in later 
+ years we were very poor, but the glory 
of America is that we didn’t know it then. 
All that we knew was that our parents— 
of great courage—could say to us: 


“Opportunity is all about you. Reach 
out and take it. Do you want to go to 
School? Well, go. What are yau afraid 
of? Deo you have to stand around until 
someone comes along with a fat check- 
book, and takes care of every possible 
care or difficulty you can have in that 
school?” 


They didn’t believe so. They were 


thrifty, they were economical, and they 
were honest, 


Many a time my brothers and I have sat 
at my mother’s knee and listened to the 
story of Abraham Lincoln as he walked 
miles through the rain and mud to return 


‘three cents that he had overcharged a cus- 


tomer that day in the store. In that little 
story, parable or not, she found a whole 
lesson, and she lived by it. 


They were people of great courage, and 
I think they never stooped—they never 
had time—to hate or despise an enemy, or 
those that used them spitefully. 


I don’t think they ever loved the 
drouth and the locusts that ruined their 
first business down in your little town of 
Hope, a few miles south of here, a 
drouth and the locusts that really drove 
them to Texas and brought about the 
strange paradox in our family that I was 
born in Texas. But they accepted those 
trials and tribulations and met them with 
courage and with never a thought of fail- 
ure. They were a part and parcel of their 
community, of the philosophy that then 
governed our lives. 


And so when the time came that I 
needed some help because I certainly 
knew no Senators, I didn’t know how to 
address them, and I needed a lot of help 
in order to reach Senator Bristow, then 
living in Salina, if I wanted to go to West 
Point—and still living here and with us 
today, Mr. Harger was one of those who 
in the front of the battle said “we will get 
you there,” because he had exactly the 
same kind of courage and faith of which 
I am speaking to characterize my parents, 


Those days were essentially simple ones. 
We did not feel intimately any relation- 
ship with Iran, We did not think about 
needing the tin and tungsten of Malaya, 
or the uranium of the Belgian Congo, or 
the tin of Bolivia. We felt rather inde- 
pendent and alone, and life was simple 
enough that we didn’t have to trouble our 
heads too much with those things that 
bother us today. 


But now we realize the world is a great 
independent complex entity that will al- 
low no one to enjoy the luxuries that we 
had then, the luxury of living alone and 
caring little for the outside. We have 
learned no part of us can prosper, no 
nation can really in the long run be at 
peace and have security unless others en- 
joy the same, 


And yet, in spite of the difficulties of 
the problems we have, I ask you this one 
question: If:each of us in his own mind 


would dwell more upon those simple vir- 


tues — integrity, courage, self-confidence, 
an unshakeable belief in his Bible—would 
not some of these problems tend to sim- 
plify themselves? Would not we, after 
having done our very best with them, be 
content to leave the rest with the Almighty 
and not to charge all our fellow men with 
the fault of bringing us where we were 
and are? I think it is possible that a con- 
templation, a study, a belief in those sim- 
ple virtues would help us mightily. 


Ladies and gentlemen, there {¢ one 
thing of which I know our parents would 
approve, could they be here today: The 
simplicity, the sincerity of these exercises, 
and the purpose to which this memorial 
is to be dedicated, not only to all of the 
service men of World War II on whatever 
front or in whatever station they served, 
or in what uniform, but to the purpose of 
developing the citizenship, a respect for 
all of the great rights and privileges of 
American citizenship, an awareness of its 
obligations, because as they believed in 
their Bible, they believed in America, the 
land of opportunity. 


On the way here from Washington, 
since the moment that my plane put its 
wheels down in the Washington airpért, 
everywhere I have seen young people. In 
my worst moments when I tend to become 
just a bit pessimistic, if I become a bit 
discouraged, all I have to do is to look for 
five seconds in the faces of young Amer- 
ica. Of them I have no doubt. They can 
do it! Personally, I think they can do a 
lot better job in their time than our gen- 
eration did in ours, 


In any event this memorial I am sure 
is dedicated to be theirs, to help sym- 
bolize for all to see the veneration we 
have for America and our detérmination 
that it is going to remain the land of op- 
portunity, freedom, and the rights of man.

Who Filled the Barrel? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


One of your readers, Harry Bronson 
of Webster Groves, inquired recently 
whether the Post-Dispatch might throw 
some light on the mystery of the “self- 
filling” barrel which created a sensa- 
tion at Simmons, Mo., a year ago. 

The barrel later resumed its job of 
watering chickens, with help from the 
hand of man. But the story of the 
“self-filling” is much discissed in the 
Ozarks and the barrel, a very ordinary, 
weather-beaten, 55-gallon container that 
had been used for scalding hogs, mak- 
ing sauerkraut, storing feed or catching 
rainwater has rolled into place beside 
the Hornet Light and the Jimplicute in 
Ozark lore. 

How did it refill? I don’t know, but 
here are some facts: The elderly couple 
who own it had a tough time filling it 
originally for use in their chicken pen. 
They hauled it to Piney river, ladled it 
full, trucked it to the pen and somehow 


mounted it on a wooden frame.

To refill they knew they'd have to 
haul more water and that was a big 
order. Their son, who lives a mile up 
the ridge, is solicitous and often waters 
their livestock just to be helpful, and 
seldom waits for thanks. 

The old man became ill. He couldn't 
refill the barrel. But somehow, early 
each morning as his wife went to the 
chicken lot, that barrel was brimming 
over. She mentioned it to her son but 
he just laughed and said he “hadn't 
done anything.” 

She sat right down and wrote to a 
relative in West Plains relating the 
“strange mystery.” The relative in- 
formed a local paper, and a snowball 
was born. The Sunday I was there 2000 
visitors peered under it, around it, 
smelled it, and some took water home 
to cure pimples or stomach trouble, or 
whatever. Some were skeptical. 

There was no apparent way for the 
barrel to refill unless water were 
poured in from the top. It was almost 
empty each night, and full every morn- 
ing—early, before the crowds came. It 
wouldn't perform if anyone were watch- 
ing. 

One curious gent pitched a cot sev- 
eral hundred feet away to keep an eye 
on it for 24 hours—a strategic spot for 
anyone who could remain awake. He 
solved nothing. The crowds kept com- 
ing. Horns tooted before the old cou- 
ple could get their coffee on—and 
they’re early risers. Their farm was 
trampled, and they needed rest.

They are hospitable people but they 
had to begin turning visitors away, 
while rumors were flying. Some said 
the water wouldn’t freeze at freezing 
temperature. Samples of water were 
taken from the old couple’s household 
supply and from the river — but it 

~ wasn’t the same water that was refilling 
into the barrel. 

Then it quit refilling itself, just like 
that, and the son took over because his 
father was still “under the weather.” 

I brought a quart of the “mystery” 
water home with me from the Simmons 
barrel, put it'on my back porch, and 
waited for winter to see whether nature 
could overcome the “power” and freeze 
it. The glass container exploded last 
November but not supernaturally. The 
quart of water was a chunk of ice.

Only two weeks remain fn the pre-convention 
Republican presidential race. As the contest 
stands today, it is the bitterest fight for a nomi- 
nation within our generation. It is also in some 
ways the most puzzling and the most confusing. 

There is ‘one very graphic way to see how 
mixed up the Eisenhower-Taft battle has be- 
come. That is to view the Chicago G.O.P. con- 
vention in terms of a presidential election rather 
than as a struggle for the nomination. 

Were this a fight geared to the machinery 
of the Electoral College then Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, as of now, would win in all orobability 
the popular vote of the rank and file of Repub- 
lican voters. At the same time, Robert A. Taft 
might very well win the electoral vote majority 
and so take the prize from the popular winner. 

Just two weeks before the convention opens, 
there is more than a little prospect that Gen. 
Eisenhower will have the most individual Re- 
publican voters on his side, while Senator Taft 
will have the most delegates on his side. The 
outcome in Chicago could be comparable to that 
in which. a presidential nominee wins the top 
office on electoral votes though he loses the 
popular votes to his more widely favored rival. 

” oF of 

How could such a paradoxical thing happen? 

Because of two things. The first is Gen. Eis- 
enhower’s remarkable showing, in the spring 
preference primaries, though he was not then a 
declared candidate. He ran up, or rather his 


supporters ran up for him, amazing totals in 


New Hampshire, Minnesota, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania and elsewhere. 

The second factor in- the possible paradox is 
Senator Taft’s control of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee and, through the committee, 
his control to a very large extent of the machin- 
ery of the G.O.P. convention itself. 

The paradox will become a reality if the sec- 
ond factor, Taft’s control of the party machinery, 
offsets and then wins out over the first, Eisen- 
hower’s apparent greater popular strength. 

The Eisenhower-Taft bitterness is dramatized 
by cries and counter-cries of ‘‘steal” and “theft,” 
of “steam roller’ and “Wall Street.” Two 
months ago the Taft forces protested that they 
were victims of a double-cross in New Jersey. 
Now it is the Eisenhower camp which protests 
that it has been dohe in outrageously in Texas, 
in Louisiana, in Indiana. 

* - . 

The General’s resentment with respect to 
what happened to the delegates from his native 
state is so great that he went there yesterday to 
denounce through personal appearance what 
he had already called corruption and linked in 
effect with the breaches in public morality in 
the Truman Administration. 

This intra-party battle over alleged fraud and 
double-dealing has reached such a pass that it 
is beginning to lessen thé Truman _ scandals as 
a campaign issue. For whoever the nominee is 
—Tait or Eisenhower or compromise choice— 
he will not find it easy to make the most politi- 
cally. of the Internal Revenue Bureau scandals 
after the grave charges of crookedness that Re- 
publicans have hurled at one another. 

If the convention were to open tomorrow Sen- 
ator Taft presumably would enjoy a margin of 
some 70 more delegates than Gen. Eisenhower in 
the race for the required 604. As the Asso- 
ciated Press now counts the totals, they show 
the Ohio Senator with something more than 
460 and Gen. Eisenhower with about 400, while 
Gov. Warren holds a very important 76. Ap- 
proximately 70 are contested and more than 
100 are not yet committed. 

The expectation is that the Warren delegates 
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What Price Victory? 


are essentially on the Eisenhower side and will 
go to the General after a complimentary .vote 
for the California Governor. Yet theré appears 
to be a strong maneuver to win these for Taft 
by promoting Senator Knowland of California— 
appointed to the Senate originally by Gov. 
Warren—for second place on a ticket headed 
by Taft. 


* * * 


This move is only the latest of many by the 
Taftites to hold the line for their man. Prob- 
ably no candidate has ever pushed control over 
a convention as far as Mr. Republican has done. 
Historically the assignments as keynote speaker 
and temporary chairman go to neutrals who 
whip up enthusiasm for the party but stay away 
from personalities and the battle over the nom- 
ination. 


Discarding this tradition, the Taft group has 
forced the convention to take strong Taft sup- 
porters in these important posts. Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, who gives every indication of being 
on the Taft schedule for Secretary of Defense 
and surely could be persuaded himself to settle 
for first place, is the keynoter. The temporary 
chairman is Walter S. Hallanan of West Vir- 
ginia, a Taft regional campaign manager. Since 
the contested delegates will present themselves 
while Hallanan is in the chair, his rulings could 
help determine the winner. 


This stacking of the top spots is so offensive 
to the Eisenhower camp that Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge, protests that “shyster methods” 
are being used to turn the convention into “a 
kangaroo court,” while Paul Hoffman wonders: 
“Why didn't they go all the way and name Taft 
keynoter?”

As the temperature of the Republican fight 
rises, issues strangely enough have all but dis- 
appeared from view. - Senator Taft has worked 
diligently to make it appear that there is little 
or no difference between him and Gen. Eisen- 
hower on foreign policy. Just yesterday the 
Ohio Senator predicted that he and the General 
would agree on the G.O.P. plank on foreign 
policy drafted at Chicago. 

As Senator Taft has sought to close the gap 
on foreign policy, so has Gen. Eisenhower mean- 
time done a lot, unintentionally perhaps, to re- 
duce the differences on domestic policy. He has 
refused to embrace McCarthyism; indeed, he 
has made it clear that he does not believe in 
smearing the innocent with unsupported charges. 
But by and large the differences between him 
and Senator Taft appear more and more to be 
personal and less and less on the issues. 


This is the appearance. Senator Taft will do 
all he can to further it in the next two weeks. 
If the Eisenhower campaign is to evoke the re- 
sponse which has been lacking, the General 
and his supporters will need to find the means 
for demonstrating more clearly why he should 
be the nominee and not Senator Taft. 

* * * 


Behind the new Taft strategy of soft words is 
the tightly established control of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, with its many lame 
duck members. Leading as he is now, Mr. Re- 
publican thinks he can afford to appear con- 
ciliatory and harmonizing. It will not and can- 
not hide the ruthless tactics which have got 
him where he is. a 

There is such a thipg as winning in a way 
that assures defeat lafer on. The convention 
which meets two weeks from tomorrow could 
nominate a loser. The question for the dele- 
gates is: What price victory?

Congress these days operates half the time 
with half a House. That,was probably the major 
factor in the tentative vote to destroy price 
controls on virtually all consumer goods. 

The Talle amendment, requiring controls to 
be suspended when a price drops below ceiling 
for three months or when the commodity is not 


rationed (and no consumer goods are), happened , 


to be adopted on a Friday. The vote, not a roll 
call, was 146 to 88. Most of the 201 members 
who did not vote presumably were looking after 
personal business in their home constituencies. 

As congressional sessions have tended to be- 
come longer, more and more Representatives 
from the Eastern and even some Middle Western 
states have formed the habit of spending a long 
weekend at home. Individually, each may have 
a good excuse but the collective result is a poor- 
ly functioning House. 

Fortunately the Talle amendment. along with 
another designed to strip the Wage Stabilization 
Board of power to consider labor disputes, will 
be subject to review next Wednesday by a mote 
nearly representative House. There will be time 
for members to hear from the country, and we 
think there is no doubt of what they will hear. 

They will hear that the time has by no means 
come to cancel out authority for price controls. 
That the time has come when some controls can 
be suspended is generally agreed. The Office of 
Price Stabilization has been moving in that di- 
rection. But selective suspension, step by step, 
always backed by the power to reimpose ceilings 
if a’ new inflationary spurt sets in, is quite a 
different thing from a death warrant for the 
whole program. The latter course, if it gave 
consumers the conviction that another round 
of price rises is ahead, might generate a buying 
panie which in itself would help bring it about. 

The whole House should restore the controls 
authority which half a House knocked out.

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Three Important Appointments 
The terms of three members of the Board of 
Children’s Guardians will expire July 30. It 


is always ‘of prime importance that persons of. 


outstanding ability, and with keen interest in 
the welfare of children, should be appointed to 
the board; on their wisdom, devotion and cour- 
age the destinies of nearly a thousand children 
depend. At the present moment, particularly, 
St. Louis can ill afford any. but its best. 

Grave deficiencies exist in the care of children 
who for one reason or another have become 
wards of the city. These deficiencies have erup- 
ted dramatically at Bellefontaine Farms, the 
correctional school for boys, in stories of brutal- 
ity and neglect. . 

Other deficienties throughout the organization 
headed by the Board of Children’s Guardians 
have been disclosed and described by the Child 
Welfare League of America in a special survey,

beginning with appointment of a trained and 
experienced social worker as executive director. 

We trust that Mgyor Darst, who appoints 
board members, will take the very best available 
counsel in making these important selections, 
and will give them his best considered thought. 
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A Battle Just Begun 

The first tenants have begun moving into the 
St. Louis Housing Authority’s Cochran Garden 
Apartments. Their good fortune is the commu- 
nity’s. The community at large as well as the 
immediate beneficiaries gain much from the 
common effort to replace slums with decent 
housing at a cost which can be borne ‘by low- 
income families. 

But what an effort it takes to perform this 
vital function of the present-day city! If the 
community and the Housing Authority can con- 
gratulate themselves for having completed a 
splendid apartment development to house 704 
families, they must also note with regret that 
the Cochran Garden Apartments represent the 
first public’ housing built in St. Louis since the 
end of the war. 

Seven long years to house 704 families—that 
is a record which measures the great task yet 
remaining to be done. St. Louis has only begun 
to scratch the surface of its slum problem. 

New obstacles constantly arise. The real es- 


tate lobby, conducting its annual vendetta against — 


the public housing program, succeeded in per- 
suading Congress to cut it in half. Where Presi- 
dent Truman had asked authorization for 75,000 
homes in the nation as a whole, a House-Senate 
conference committee lowered the ceiling to 
35,000, and even that figure faces a strong at- 
tack in the House, which voted for only 5000. 


So mafiy cities have so many plans that 35,000 
public housing units amount to the smaliest 
driblet for each. St. Louis may be lucky @ get 
any new project at all out of the next year’s 
allocation. P 

Obviously, the public housing battle which 
has been won so many times in Congress has 
not yet been finally won. Private interests work 
against the program without pause, To support 
it and make it an increasingly meaningful ‘part 
of urban rehabilitation, the public interest must 
be expressed with equal strength—and brought 


home to members of Congress who find it easier 
‘to heed a lobbyist than the public welfare.

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Memory of a Brave Cardinal 


A Letter from Dr. Ferdinand M. 


The death of Cardinal Faulhaber re- 
minded me of a memorable visit I had 
with him in his palace in Munich in June 
1933. 1 had gone to Germany to attempt 
to understand the realities of the Nazi 
movement which had just taken political 
power in Germany. 

On leaving St. Louis I mentioned to the 
late Cardinal Glennon that I would be in 
Munich, and he at once suggested that I 
convey his greetings to his friend, Cardi- 
nal Faulhaber, who had been in St. Louis 
for the dedication of the Cathedral. In 
these early days of the Nazi regime, 
when wholesale ar- a 
rests were taking = 
place daily and re- 
ports of sickening 
happenings in con- 
centration camps 
filled the air, it was 
not too easy for for- 
eigners traveling in 
Germany to contact 
natives, especially 
those who because of 
their hostile political 
views were under 
suspicion. 

I visited? Rabbi 
Baerwald, now serv- 
ing a congregation in 
New York City, in his home in Munich. 
His magnificent synagogue subsequently 
was razed to the ground. I told the rabbi, 
who knew Cardinal Faulhaber well, that I 
had greetings for the cardinal, and asked 
him whether calling on him might inten- 
sify the Nazi animus against him. 

The rabbi suggested that I do not tele- 
phone him for an appointment, as his tele- 
phone was probably tapped, but just go 
to his palace, ring the door bell, present 
my card, explain my mission, and then 
let the cardinal decide whether he would 
see me. 

‘Accompanied by Rabbi Eisendrath, now 
the president of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, I went to the 
cardinal’s residence, and rang the door 
bell. My ring was answered by a cleaning 
woman who invited us to step inside. 
I gave her my card, on which I 
wrote, “I bring greetings from Archbishop 
Glennon in St. Louis.” She took it and 
walked up a beautiful marble staircase, 
was gone for about five minutes, and re- 
turned and told us that the cardinal would 
be glad to see us upstairs in his study. 

We followed her directions and soon we 
were in a large study in the center of 
which was a long table which was laden 
with books. There, seated by the table, 
apparently engaged in some _ scholarly 
work, sat the world-famous Cardinal Faul-

haber. He wore the simple black cloak of 
a priest. 

Only a scarlet skull cap suggested that 
he was a prince of the church and the high 
rank that was his. He was a mild, soft- 
spoken man, and as anxious to speak with 
us about conditions in the United States 
as we were to speak with him about condi- 
tions in Germany. 

He said, “I know that Jews suffer much 
in Germany today, but Catholics too are 
having their difficulties.” A Nazi mob had 
thrown stones at his palace. The cardinal 
spoke to us in English, if memory serves 
me right. 

In response to our question whether 
Germany would go to war, he replied, 
“Not as long as the generation who served 
in the last war has anything to say about 
it. It is war-weary.” But he added that 
he expected a war in 10 years when the 
youth in Germany, having been succeéss- 
fully indoctrinated with the Nazi philoso- 
phy, would be ready to go to battle. The 
cardinal underestimated the pace of Nazi 
rearmament and militarization by four 
years, for war broke out in 1939, instead 
of in 1943, as he had predicted. 

In the course of the conversation he 
spoke of the fact that the Christian re- 
ligion grew in the soil of Judaism, and 
that if the church were to outlaw from its 
midst the history and the writings of those 
who were born of Jewish blood, it would 
lose the basis for its existence. He also 
pointed out that he was engaged in a 
struggle with the Nazi party to save from 
persecution men and women of Jewish de- 
scent who had been Catholic for several 
generations. 

He insisted on the right of the church, 
not of the government, to determine who 
is or who is not of the Catholic faith. 
Subseqtently, in his book on “Judaism, 
Christianity and Germanism” he enlarged 
on some of the ideas set forth in this con- 
versation. 

More snatches of what he said escape 
my memory. Because of the danger to 
which the cardinal might have been ex- 
posed, I could not at the time have men- 
tioned his name nor have written up the 
substance of the interview with him. With 
the passage of years; I remember the gen- 
tle, wise, courageous personality with 
strong convictions and deep faith who 
could not be deterred by any human power 
from saying the things he believed God 
wanted him to say. 

Both Rabbi Eisendrath and I were deep- 
ly moved by our contact with this religious 
leader. Seeing him stand his ground for 
the truth by which he lived in the face of 
great danger will long remain a precious 
memory of my life.

WASHINGTON, June 21. 


T HE United States was caught flat-footed by the Korean war 


two years ago this week. The 


nation was grotesquely unprepared 


both psychologically and militarily for a struggle so frightful 
and bewildering, and so elusive of victory. . 

Consider the temper of the nation on that first summer week- 
end of 1950. There hadn’t been a real war scare in months. Wasb- 
ington drowsed in humid heat. President Truman was out in Mis- 
souri; Secretary of State Dean Acheson was resting on his Maryland 
farm. The Defense Secretary, Louis Johnson, and the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Gen. Omar Bradley, were freshly back 
from Tokyo conferences with Gen. Douglas A. MacArthur. 


At the airport, Johnson said he 
had “all the facts” affecting 
American security in the Far 
East. He had asserted: “War is 
not on the horizon.” He had 
heard nothing in Tokyo to cloud 
this rosy view. 


Soviet-Trained Army Strikes. 


At that moment, 75,000 North 
Korean soldiers were marshaled 
along the thirty-eighth parallel. 
Within a few hours they would 
plunge the world into the gravest 
crisis since World War II. 

Here in Washington, only one 
prophet, John Foster Dulles, Re- 
publican adviser to Secretary 
Acheson, was then alarmed over 
Korea. He had gone to Seoul in 
mid-June to assure Koreans they 
would not stand alone in the 
event of attack. But Dulles’s 
warnings hardly caused a ripple. 

Korea saw the war start at 
5 a.m., June 25. The Russian- 
trained North Korean people’s 
army struck at dawn at six points 
along the 200-mile frontier and 
made simultaneous landings. at 
widely separated points along the 
east coast of South Korea. 

Within a few hours it was ob- 
vious that a real war was in prog- 
ress and that the American- 
trained South Koreans had no 
hope of halting the.invaders with- 
out full-scale American aid. 

Truman Decides to Fight. 

Few entertained any illusions 
about the South Korean army. It 
had been deliberate policy not to 


give the South Koreans any 
planes, tanks or heavy guns be- 


cause the Government feared 
that, given heavy’ weapons, they 


| decided on a last ditch stand. 
Here, on July 20, the Americans 
suffered their worst defeat. Heav- 
ily outnumbered, Gen Dean’s divi- 
sion was practically destroyed. 
The General himself was cap- 
tured. 


The remnants fell back to a 
new defense line in the hills of 
Kum@¢hon, midway between Tae- 
jon and Taegu. They were rein- 
forced by the First Cavalry Di- 
vision. Meanwhile, a new threat 
developed when a North Korea 
Spearhead raced across south- 
west Korea and got within 40 
miles of Pusan before it was fi- 
nally halted by the newly ar- 
rived Twenty-fifth Division. 


Then the Reds made a great 
but abortive effort to complete 
their conquest before the arrival 
of further United Nations rein- 
forcements. A thrust toward Tae- 
gu carried them within artillery 
distance of the temporary capital 
and forced the South Korean 
Government to flee to Pusan. 
But the city held and the U.N. 
forces, at that time under the 
command of Lt. Gen. Walton H. 
Walker, were able to _ stabilize 
their beachhead on the Taegu- 
Naktong river front. 


Bold Landing by Allies. 

A dramatic shift in fortunes 
came when Gen, MacArthur ex- 
ecuted the daring Inchon landing 
Sept. 15. Forty thousand marines 
and army.troops came ashore 30 
miles from Seoul and advanced 


rapidly toward the capital. Ma- 
rines crossed the Han river and 
reached the western outskirts of 
Seoul Sept. 24. The Reds made a

Right up until the invasion there 
was a general feeling that the 
United States ought to let South 
Korea go down the drain despite 
Republican clamor for a tougher 
policy in Asia. 

But the crisis posed a terrible 
dilemma. Pushed into a corner, 
the United States really had no 
choice but to fight. To stand idly 
by meant intolerable humiliation. 
After two days of conferences, 
President Truman electrified the 
world with the announcement that 
the United States would send its 
naval and air units to fight the 
invader. On June 30, the Presi- 
dent authorized Gen. MacArthur 
to send American ground forces 
to Korea. 

All this was done without prior 
sanction of Congress. Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, called it “com- 
plete usurpation of congressional 
authority.” However, Americans 
overwhelmingly supported Tru- 
‘man at the time, although many 
of them conveniently forgot about 
it later. 

Americans Go Into Action. 

When President Truman decid- 
ed to commit American infantry, 


the Reds already had captured 
Seoul in a smashing four-day 
drive that completely demoralized 
the Republic of Korea army. ROK 
military leaders in their strategic 
planning had made absolutely no 
allowance for the possible loss of 
Seoul. To them the fall of Seoul 
meant curtains for South Korea. 

It was hoped that the mere 
appearance of American troops 
would hearten the ROK forces 
and encourage them to make a 
stand. At 11 a.m., June 30, a bat- 
talion of about 1000 men of the 
Twenty-fourth Infantry Division 
landed in Korea from Japan. Maj. 
Gen. William Dean, com- 
mander of the Twenty-fourth, was 
named temporary commander of 
United States forces in Korea. 
By July 4 most of Gen. Dean's 
division had reached Korea and 
on the following day American 
troops saw their first action near 
Osan, about 40 miles south of 
Seoul. 

The Americans went into action 
with no psychological prepara- 
tion. Only 10 to 20 per cent of 
the men had World War II ex- 
perience; none of the rest had 
ever heard the whine of a bullet 
overhead or the whoosh of a 
shell. Like all green troops they 
were pushovers for panic, and in 
those days the situation always 
invited panic. be ei 

In the beginning the Americans 
had no tank support. They dis- 
covered to their horror that the 
old World War II bazooka woul 
not stop the 35-ton Russian-built 
tanks with which the North 
Koreans were copiously supplied. 

Red Infiltration. Tactics. 

Equally unnerving was the dis- 
covery that the North Koreans 
were exceptionally, skillful in the 
arts of infiltrating and outflank- 
ing their opponent. American 
troops occupying strong prepared 
positions ‘were constantly threat- 
ened with encirclement. One of 
the troubles was that the ROKs 
on either flank were always fall- 
ing back and losing contact with 

Americans.

The 
fall of Seoul trapped the bulk of 
the North Korean army between 
the Han river and Taegu. It 
looked as though the war was 
over. 


Flushed with victory, the U.N. 
forces raced toward the thirty- 
eighth parallel. Despite warnings 
from Red China that it-would not 
tolerate invasion of North Korea, 
the U.N. failed to caution Gen. 
MacArthur and instead gave him 
tacit permission to cross the par- 
allel. Gen. MacArthur broadcast a 
surrender ultimatum on Oct. 1 
and 15 minutes later ROK forces 
were inside North Korea. 


Pyongyang, the Red capital, 
was captured Oct. 19. On Oct. 26 
U.N. troops stood on the banks of 
the Yalu river and gazed into 
Manchuria. 


But the hour of triumph was 
short. On that same day Chinese 
troops made their first appear- 
ance in Korea, intercepting a reg- 
iment of the First Cavalry Divi- 
sion. Not until Nov.’6 was Red 
China’s eleventh hour interven- 
tion reported officially to the U.N. 


The Chinese counter-attacks 
were not followed up and a lull 
ensued during which Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s intelligence chief, Maj. 
Gen. Charles A. Willoughby, 
came up with some notably 
wrong guesses concerning enemy 
strength and intentions. 


lil-Fated Drive North. 
Gen. MacArthur felt encouraged 
to open a final “victory offensive” 
which, he promised, would get the 


boys home by Christmas. To many 
observers on the scene the pro- 
posed operation sounded like 
sheer madness. The U.N. forces 
forces were scattered precariously 
through North Korea. Way up in 
the northeast, Maj. Gen. Edward 
M. Almond’s Tenth Corps seemed 
to be fighting an independent war 
of its own, maintaining poor liai- 
son with the rest of Gen. Walker’s 
Eighth Army on the west coast. 
There were huge gaps between 
units and the gaps widened with 
every advance toward the Yalu. 


The offensive began early Nov. 
24 on the critical western front 
where the Chinese Communists 
had been building up rapidly. 
Fortunately many American unit 
commanders were skeptical of the 
plan and had arranged for stores 
of “bug-out” gasoline along the 
rearward route so that men, tanks 
and guns could fall back quickly. 

For within 24 hours the offen- 
sive was turned into retreat. The 
Reds achieved anh enormous 
breakthrough near Tokchon, rout- 


djing two ROK divisions. Most of 


the Tenth Corps, including the 
First Marines and units of the 
Third Army Division was cut off 
at Changjin reservoir. Marines 
fought their way to Hungnam 
beachhead 40 miles away in their 
worst ordeal since Tarawa.

From Defeat to 


Victory in 1951

HE year 1951 marked the 

great turn-around of United 

Nations troops. It started in 
defeat and retreat and ended with 
Allied forces driving deep into 
North Korean territory after 
smashing two major Communist 
offensives. 


There were the battles for 
Heartbreak Ridge, the central 
front’s Jron Triangle, and all the 
other less-publicized but equally 
bloody fights for the endless hills 
and mountains of Korea. Ground 
troops gradually toughened and 
gained confidence as they learned 
they could turn back the numeri- 
cally superior enemy, 


The end of the year was far 
different from the beginning. 
Gen. Walton H. Walker, com- 
manding the Eighth Army, was 
killed in a truck-jeep accident 
two days before Christmas, 1950. 
The day after that Christians 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway arrived 
in Korea and announced: 
to stay.” 


‘Bug Out’ in Vogue. 


Many at first did not take him 
seriously. In vogue was the “bug 
out”—the G.I. description of what 
censorship insisted be called a 
“withdrawal to previously pre- 
pared positions.”

Then Gen. Ridgway told the

He gave them 
artillery support es they moved 
forward. No longer was the ene- 
my by-passed as happened in the 
earlier wild race toward the Yalu. 
The tactics worked. By March 
14 the Communists abandcned 
Seoul under Allied pressure. By 
March 21, Chunchon, rail hub 
eight miles below the thirty-eighth 
parallel in the central sector, fell 
and the enemy withdrew above 
the old North-South Korea boun- 
dary to build up for a new of- 
fensive. 


A change in the United Nations 
command came on April 11 when 
Gen. MacArthur was dismissed 
and Gen. Ridgway was .ordered 
to take over as supreme command- 
er. Gen. James A. Van Fleet took 
over the Eighth Army but con- 
tinued the Ridgway battle tactics 
and the change went almost un- 
noticed by the troops. 


Two Wild Offensives. 


Just 11 days later the Reds 
launched the first of two wild 
spring offensives. They struck 
down the Kaesong invasion route 
to Seoul and near Kapyong on the 
central front sent drum-beating, 
bugle-blowing hordes against the 
First Marine Division. In thé cen- 
tral front Marines stopped them 
cold while the drive on Seoul was 
turned back May 1. In all the 
enemy . suffered between 70,000 
and 80,000 casualties. 


The second offensive came on 
May 16 and 17 in the Inje section 
of the east-central front. The Sec- 
ond Division took the brunt of 
that attack but turned it back. 
Behind them the enemy left thou- 
sands of dead who had walked 
into areas carefully “zeroed in” 
by Allied artillery. Some had car- 
ried only hand grenades, some had 
advanced with nothing but - in- 
structions to salvage the weapons 
of those who fell. 


A Lull in Fighting. 


There was a lull in -fighting 
when the peace talks opened July 
10 at Kaesong but as they dragged 
the Eighth Army stepped up ac- 
tivities. In October, Heartbreak 
Ridge on the eastern front fell to 
United Nations troops while the 
British Commonwealth Division 
spearheaded a drive on the west 
central sector deep into enemy 
territory. © 

On Nov. 27 a definite lull set- 
tled over the front when the Al- 
lies and Communists agreed on a 
temporary armistice line to be- 
come effective if a cease-fire 
could be agreed on within 30 
days. Line officers were reluctant 
to take ground beyond the line

Antoine Pinay (pronounced 
Aunt-wan Pea-nay), came to office 
after the short-lived governments 
of Premier Rene Pleven (three 
months) and Edgar Faure (60 
days) to find polificans’ prestige 
with the general public at a rec- 
ord low ebb, even for France. 


A Modest Program. 


He started with a modest pro- 
gram—to give France a long over- 
due budget so she could meet her 
daily bills, to hold wages at their 
existing level, to try and force | 
soaring prices down. | 


He succeeded completely on the | 
first point and, with some success | 
also on the others, his program | 
steadily grew bolder. 


His most spectacular success to 
date has been his bold ouslaught 
on the Communists. 

With a series of swift moves 
which hardly left them time for 
breath, he seized their leader, 
Jaques Duclos, and clapped him 
in jail on charges of plotting 
against the state, had police raid 
Communist headquarters through- 
out the land, and firmly broke— 
with non-Communist workers’ aid 
— the resulting wave of -Red 
strikes and demonstrations. 

No other French politician in 
recent years had dared half as 
much. French Communists had 
so long been used to getting the 
kid-glove treatment from the gov- 
ernment that they suffered a rude 
shokc.

He strengthened the wobbly 
balance of French coalition gov-

He helped restore confidence in 
the franc by floating an appar- 
ently successful 342 per cent two- 
billion-dollar loan to smoke out 
hidden capital and finance gov- 
ernment expenditure without in- 
creased taxation. 

A wounded veteran of World 
War I, Pinay went into politics 
because he thought his town 
should have the same kind of ad- 
ministration he gave his little 
tannery. It must have been what 
the town wanted. Since 1929 he 
has continued to preside over the 
town council of Saint-Chamond, 
in addition to his other duties.

But Allocated as in World War II

HERE is ample ammunition in Korea. It is not being rationed.

| It is being allocated as it was in Africa, Europe and the Far 


Rationing and allocation are not synonymous in Korea's ammu- 
nition picture. Rationing implies a shortage in which demand can- 
not be met. There is no ammunition shortage here. 


There is, in fact, three times 
as much ammunition of all types 
in Korea today as there was in 
April and May 1951, when the 
Communists launched their last, 
ill-fated offensive. 

United Nations rifles, mortars, 
artillery and rocket launchers not 
only have enough ammunition for 
day-to-day fighting but enough to 
meet and stop any new Commu- 
nist offensive. There are stock- 
piles to meet any such Commu- 
nist trick as agreeing to an armis- 
tice and then breaking it with an 
all-out push a month or two later. 

Several Months’ Supplies. 

Levels of supply are a military 
secret. However, it can be said 
that there are several months’ 
supplies of ammunition in Korea 
and Japan. And this is back- 
stopped by a full pipeline extend- 


‘ing through ammunition ships 


already at sea, through ships load- 
ing ammunition in American West 
Coast ports and on back to ar- 
senals in the interior of the 
United States where ammunition, 
destined for Korea, even now is 
being loaded on railroad cars. 


Eighth Army officers were 
frankly puzzled by Washington 
press dispatches which quoted 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, Army 
chief of staff, as informing Sena- 
tors that important types of am- 
munition have been rationed in 
Korea,

The only explanation here 1s 
that Gen. Collins may have 
stretched a point in his Senate 
testimony in his genuine fear 
that ammunition might have to 
be rationed unless production at 
home was stepped up. 

The ammunition in Korea is 
allocated, not rationed. The al- 
location is an amount of ammu- 
nition which has been established 
as the basic amount which the 
Eighth Army feels is required for 
a 10-day period. There are three 
allocations monthly, each in ad- 
vance. 

However, the allocation is not 
a maximum. If that allocation is 
exhausted early, it doesn’t mean 
that guns are stilled until the 
next allocation period. Ten or 20 


days’ supply of ammunition may } 


be within a division area even 


though it may be the penulti- 
mate day of a 10-day allocation 
period. 


Based on Experience. 


The allocation is based on the 
experience of the United States 
Army in World War II and on 23 
months of fighting in Korea. The 
allocation system permits a steady 
flow of ammunition to frontline 
riflemen, machine gunners, mor- 
tarmen and artillerymen. 

A supply officer of an infantry 
division said: 

“Ammunition, and I’m talking 
about all types, is not being allo- 
cated because of any shortage. 
We've got ammunition out the

HE vertical pillars that sup- 

port and adorn the great 

ante-bellum mansions of the 
Deep South also symbolize a 
way of life that many Southern- 
ers continue to venerate. Me- 
dora Field Perkerson, a smart 
Atlanta newspaper writer, is 
one of those and an entertain- 
ing book she has written about 
the surviving examples of Greek 
revival architecture in her na- 
tive Georgia expresses that 
feeling quite frankly. Never- 
theless the houses she describes 
and whose pictures she uses as 
illustrations for her text, are 
genuinely beautiful both in their 
intrinsic properties and in their 
orientation to soil and climate. 
Moreover Mrs. Perkerson is a 
lively raconteur. 


Her ardor for the old days 

“romance by candlelight 
. » a breath of scandal... 
pistols at dawn” may be senti- 
mental but it has given her a 
zest for the kind of research 
that distinguishes story-tellers 
rather than scholars. 

As a result her’ story is brim- 
ming. over with warmly com- 
municated regional lore, little 
known facts about historic per- 
sonages, tales of gallantry and 
daring, sidelights on social

customs, notes on the origins of — 


famous institutions and inciden- 
tal documentation for the deeds 
of latter-day Georgia celebri- 
ties. In short it is more a 
story about people than houses.

NE learns for instance that 
(ce. William Tecumseh 

Sherman — whom many 
Georgians still regard as a crim- 
inal pyromaniac—had a senti- 
mental fondness for an Augusta 
lady he had met as a youth. A 
letter testifying to his gallant 
sentiment, still exists; and Mrs. 
Perkerson suggests that ro- 
mance and not military con- 
venience may have been the 
reason why Augusta was spared 
the torch when Sherman made 
his devastating march to the 
sea, More authoritative is the 
episode of the bishop and the 
slave girl which caused the 
Methodist Church to split in 
two. Bishop James O. Andrew 
of Covington inherited the slave 
and couldn’t set her free be- 
cause Georgia law forbade it. 
Nevertheless the Northern 
Methodists were so incensed by 
this nominal slave-holding on 
the part of a churchman that

they demanded Bishop Andrew’s 
suspension from office. Short- 
ly afterward the Southern dele- 
gates established the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South. The 
two branches were not reunited 
until the 1930s. 


Georgia was one of the great- 
est slave-owning states in the 
South, Mrs. Perkerson tells us, 
being second only to Alabama. 
Nevertheless 5000 Georgia farms 
were operated without slave 
labor. Apparently many land- 
owners were opposed to slav- 
ery. And anyhow, says Mrs. 
Perkerson—bridling a _ little— 
it was not slavery but state’s 
rights that caused the Civil War. 

One of the many famous 
visitors to pre-Civil War Geor- 
gia was Fanny Kemble, the bril- 
liant English actress who mar- 
ried a rich Philadelphian named 
Pierce Butler. Fanny and her 
husband, who owned several 
plantations, lived for a while 
(1838-39) on Saint Simons Is- 
land and Butler’s Island nearby.

HE loved that low-lying 
S marsh country with its great 

live oaks and Spanish moss 
but she was revolted by the plight 
of the slaves. Her impressions 
set down in her “Journal of a 
Residence on a Georgian Plan- 
tation” were afterward pub- 
lished in England. Their ef- 
feet on English sympathies was 
immediate and drastic. Mrs. 
Perkerson believes they may 
have been fatal to the Southern 
cause by reducing English sup- 
port for the Confederacy. 

Gardeners should be inter- 
ested in the fact that the world’s 
first garden club was organized 
in Athens, Georgia, at the ante- 
bellum home of Mrs. E. K. 
Lumpkin. Horticulturists may

UDGE ISAAC C. PARKER 

of the United States District 

Court for Western Arkansas 
and the Indian Territory was 
called the “Hanging Judge” 
and he was literally that, having 
sent 88 men to death on the 
gallows. But also, Judge Parker 
was a religious man; he was 
taught from the Bible at his 
mother’s knee and never forgot 
the lessons he learned there. 
Was it so unusual then that the 
guilty should be punished? The 
Bible said it should be so. And 
if he led a jury to return a ver- 
dict of guilty, it was only with 
the feeling and belief that the 
defendant was guilty and should 
accordingly be punished. 

When Judge Parker, appoint- 
ed by President U. S. Grant, 
came into the territory it was 
a wild land, peopled not only 
by the honest and hard-working 
homesteader, but also by a 
rough, tough element—the scum 
of the frontier. Life was cheap. 
Killing a man scarcely caused a 
ripple on the surface of things, 
because it was a daily occur- 
rence and it was every man for 
himself and the devil take the 
hindmost.

HE judge who preceded 
i Parker was a corrupt 

judge. He could be bought 
and many a man escaped the 
punishment that was his due. 
Witnesses were intimidated and 
it was hard to find 12 good 
men and true to make an hon- 
est jury. Judge Parker was, 
therefore a surprise and a 
shock to many. He couldn’t be 
bought and he had the old- 
fashioned view that murder was 
a serious matter. When he 
hanged his first six men at one 
time, people came from miles 
around to witness the event. 
It was like a carnival and every- 
one seemed to enjoy it im- 
mensely. 

Isaac Parker became the most 
powerful man in the territory. 
He was the law. His deputies 
spread out over the territory 
and always, or nearly always, 
got their man. When Judge 
Parker sentenced a man, it was 
final—no appeal, no delay—and 
no escape from the scaffold and 
the looped rope.

AWLESSNESS' began to 
[essen a bit — a murderer 

knew that if he was 
caught there was no hope 
for him in Judge Parker’s court. 
But at the height of his 
success there came a man into 
the territory who was every bit 
the equal of Judge Parker and 
perhaps he had a better legal 
mind. He was J. Warren Reed, 
a criminal lawyer who would 
stop at nothing to win a respite 
for his client and eventually se- 
cure his freedom. No longer 
the sole arbiter, it was now

Judge Isaac Parker against J. 
Warren Reed. It was Reed 
who first took his appeals to 
the Supreme Court and many 
of the judgments of this highest 
tribunal went in favor of the 
defendant. This was the <be- 
ginning of Parker’s downfall 
and the start of Reed’s ascend- 
ancy. 

As time went on, these legal

made derogatory statements 
about the Supreme Court which 
finally got back to Washington. 
Finally United States District 
Court for Western Arkansas 
and Indian Territory was abol- 
ished. But to the end of his 
term, Judge Parker stubbornly 
held to his idea of stern and 
unrelenting justice. 


Strangely enough, the end for 
Parker was also the beginning 
of the end for Reed. Lawyers 
flocked to Fort Smith by the 
dozens. Even a mediocre lawyer 


could now win a case, and as 
Reed’s practice gradually de- 
clined, he took to drink. He 
must have longed for the days 
when he could match his wits 
against Judge Parker; when he 
was the only lawyer who could 
win a case for a criminal client. 


Homer Croy, an ex-Missou- 
rian, handles the grim details 
of Judge Parker’s career—exe- 
cutions and all—in a style that 
can only be described as light- 
hearted. And though he never 
assumes the airs of a serious 
historian, all of his research is 
accurate and well put together.

HE United States has 
been the scene of many 
notable trials yet there has 
not been, until now, an attempt 
to round up the facts about 
even the most outstanding of 
these so they may be read eas- 
ily by either lawyer or layman. 
In contrast, England and Scot- 
land have the famous series, 
“Notable British Trials,” pub- 
lished by William Hodge & Co., 
in London, Edinburgh and Glas- 
gow, now totaling 75 volumes, 
each of which treats a single 
case and trial. 


The British series becomes a 
kind of model for Francis X. 
Busch, distinguished Chicago 
trial lawyer, who gives these 
two volumes the over-all title 
“Notable American Trials.” 
Presumably other volumes will 
follow. Certainly this is a 
proper hope since these two 
present the background and 
trial information based on the 
court records, of eight cele- 
brated cases. 

The first of the two volumes 
listed above deals with the trials 
of Leo Frank for the murder of 
Mary Phagan (1913); D. C. 
Stephenson for the murder of 
Madge Oberholtzer (1925); Sam- 
uel Insull and others for use of 
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the mails to defraud (1934) and 
Alger Hiss for perjury (1949- 
50). 

The second volume  pre- 
sents the author’s accounts of 
the trials of William D. Hay- 
wood and George Pettibone for 
the murder of ex-Gov. Steunen- 
berg of Idaho (1907); Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzet- 
ti for the murder of Alessandro 
Beradelli and Frederick A. 
Parmenter (1921); Richard Loeb 
and Nathan Leopold for the 
murder of Robert Franks (1924) 
and Bruno Hauptmann for the 
murder of Charles Lindbergh 
Jr. (1935).

HE author expects the read- 
T er to serve as “a thirteenth 

juror in each case.” He dedi- 
cates his volumes to “the ideal 
in the administration of crim- 
inal justice: a verdict courage- 
ously reached by a jury after a 
conscientious consideration of 
the law and the evidence.” 

If Lawyer Busch wants nomi- 
nations for his next volume, 
here is a suggestion from this 
reader: the Scopes trial at Day- 
ton, Tenn., in 1925. Not only 
was there involved the cele- 
brated issue of the outlawry of 
the teaching of evolution in the 
public schools of Tennessee, 
there was also the famous pit- 
ting of William. Jennings Bryan, 
on the side of fundamentalist 
religious belief, against human- 
ist Clarence Darrow. Few 
American trials have been fol-

ASEBALL’S controversial 
B ionus question is due for 

another airing during the 
gathering of major league offi- 
cia's at Philadelphia for the All- 
Star game. Clubs with limited 
bank rolls are complaining and 
they have a good point. The 
Boston Red Sox are splurging 
in the bonus business and the 
argument is that the poor club 
doesn’t have a fair chance in 
the competition for talent. Re- 
cently the wealthy Boston club 
is said to have spent approxi- 
mately $450,000 to get the sig- 
natures of six young prospects 
on baseball contracts. 


The difficulty is that ‘there 
doesn’t seem to be any way to 
eliminate the advantage that a 
big bank roll gives a ball club. 
The bonus rule of recent years 
didn’t do much good. Despite 
that rule, which prevented a 
‘club from sending the young 
players to the minors for train- 
ing, the Phillies were active in 
the bonus market. Bob Carpen- 
ter did a good job. too. There 
were some disappointments, but 
two bonus pitchers, Curt Sim- 
mons and Robin Roberts made 
it possible for the 1950 Phillies 
to win the pennant. 

When the bidding started for 
the services of Frank Baumann, 
the talented Central High 
School pitcher, baseball men 
knew fairly well where Bau- 
mann would go. It would be 
Philadelphia in the National 
League, or Boston in the Amer- 
ican. The Red Sox topped all 
offers, including a substantial 
one the Phillies undoubtedly 
made after Carpenter personal- 
ly saw the young left-hander 
work at Sportsman’s Park. But 
Carpenter apparently didn’t ex- 
pect to land the prize. Prob- 
ably he knew that the Red Sox 
in effect had told Baumann to 
get all offers and then Boston 
would make a still better prop- 
osition. 

The average ball club, trying 
to operate on a sound business 
basis, can’t afford to pay $125,- 
000 to an untested prospect. To 
many clubs $125,000 could make 
the difference between balanced 
books and red ink. Half a mil- 
lion dollars a season for bonus 
players could wreck a club in 
a few years.

AUMANN, whose record in 
B iizn school was on the sen- 

sational or storybook side, 
may make the grade. He has 
shown one great pitching asset, 
control, But he was pitching 
against mere boys. When he 
gets into the pro ranks and 
faces other big strong young 
men, he may have his trou- 
bles. 

For every bonus player who 
has come through, baseball men 
can tell you about dozens who 
have fallen along the minor 
league wayside. Paul Pettit, 
who got a reported $100,000 
from Pittsburgh, found profes- 
sional ball a little rough. Frank 
House, paid about $75,000 by 
the Detroit Tigers, hasn’t made 
the grade. John Antonelli was 
given $65,000 by the Boston 
Braves. He was in four games 
in 1948, pitching four innings, 
without winning or losing. In 
1949 he@ was in 22 games, win- 
ning three, losing seven. In 
1950 he was in 2C box scores, 
winning two and losing three. 
That has been scant return thus 
far on the $65,000 investment. 
Johnny is in the service now. 
He’s still young and may make 
the grade. 

There have been many argu- 
ments about the bonus, some 
baseball men contending that a 
boy loses his incentive when he 
receives a big bonus. He has 
security too soon, they argue. 
However, it probably all de- 
pends on the boy. It certainly 
didn’t hurt Robin Roberts or 
Curt Simmons.

In addition to his punching 
power, Robinson is fast and a 
very clever boxer, as good or bet- 
ter than Maxim.

Maria Alvarez, Only Woman TV Station Manager, 
Has Become Rich at 29 Through Ability to Recognize 
Good Thing When She Saw It-Started as Sales Clerk

TULSA, Okla., June 21. 

ARIA HELEN ALVAREZ was 
M: natural for her job behind 

the cosmetics counter of Tul- 
sa’s Sears Roebuck store. She 
was a decorative girl and she en- 
joyed demonstrating the efficacy 
of powders and perfumes to gla- 
mor-hungry farm women. But the 
work didn’t pay too well—$16 a 
week at the time—and so she 
looked about for something else. 


Helen’s restlessness proved to 
be fairly profitable, for today, at 
29, she is the country’s only wom- 
an television station manager. In 
slightly less than three years, she 
also has become a millionaire. 

Nobody gave her the money or 
any part of it. She didn’t inherit 
it, marry it or make it in oil. She 
made it in television and she made 
it herself. With males still in com- 
mand of the business world’s up- 
per reaches, a few men inevitably 
contributed to her success. They 
were financiers, bankers, electron- 
ic engineers and other specialists. 
Helen required their services 
from time to time and told them 
what she wanted done. 

As general manager and co- 
owner of KOTYV, the only TV sta- 
tion in Tulsa (metropolitan popu- 
lation 248,000), Helen’s working 
conditions rarely remind her of 
her salesgirl days. Her 110 pounds, 
pleasingly distributed over five 
feet one and a half inches, cut 
just the figure for a private of- 
fice that might have been pieced 
together for one of Hollywood's 
more expensive musicals. 

It happens that Helen is acute- 
ly conscious of colors. Her skin 
is fair. Her sleek coiffure is 
raven-black. Her clothes, usually 
imported from New York or Cali- 
fornia, tend to be either dramati- 
cally black or dramatically white. 
So is almost everything in her of- 
fice except the thick carpet which 
is bright red. 

It is not a terribly large of- 
fice—perhaps 15 by 25 feet—and 


it is windowless except for the 


ceiling which consists entirely of 
glass panes set off by a checker- 
board pattern of gold supports. 
The glass lets through a flood of 
either natural or fluorescent 
light, depending on the time. 

The door and two of the walls 
are solid black. Another wall is 
covered by white drapery bearing 
an oriental pattern, and_ the 
fourth. is a solid front of 
bleached mahogany closets, 
reaching just high enough to per- 
mit a wall’s length of live green 
plants to flourish atop. The clos- 
ets contain full-length mirrors 
and changes of clothes for Helen. 

Scattered artfully about are a 
blaek couch, a black refrigerator, 
black in-and-out baskets, black 
television set, .black waste bas- 
ket, and a low, frail-looking table 
with a deceptively heavy solid 
black siate top which visitors are 
occasionally encouraged to try to 
pick up and never can. The off- 
white, glass-topped desk is black- 
legged and of the modern table 
type and the Eames chair on 
which Helen is perched, right by 
her two telephones, is white. The 
delicate figures of musicians, set 
in the box-shaped wall recesses 
behind her head, are black. 

Her home, to which she com- 
mutes by yellow, black-topped 
Cadillac convertible, is somewhat 
more elaborate. It is Georgian 
colonial and was bought last year 
from an oil man. It has three 
servants, four baths and five tele- 
vision sets. A small portion of 
the surrounding two-and-a-half 
acres has been fenced in as a 
dog run for Helen’s boxers, 
Caesar and Cleopatra. For in- 
door divertissement, she has 
Blackball, a French poodle.

HE. furniture is modern, most- 

ly black, white and yellow, and 

in superb taste. In her bed- 
room, close by the bed, Helen 
keeps a wire recorder because she 
suffers from insomnia and often 
likes to dictate a memo about a 
night-time business inspiration. 
Dotted about the residence are a 
couple of dozen trees she had 
transplanted, including two large 
elms. The neighbors were cer- 
tain the elms. would die — sub- 
terranean rock had to be blasted 
to-make room for the roots—but 
they didn’t figure on the seem- 
ingly magic Alvarez touch.

Helen has never lived any- 
where but in rich; arch-conserva- 
tive Tulsa.

In grade school Hel- 
en attracted attention with her 
photographic eye, which now reads 
a line. while others read a word, 
and startled teachers by whipping 
her hand into the air, ready with 
an answer to a question the other 
kids were just beginning to look 
over. She read voraciously (“any- 
thing”) under bedcovers with a 
flashlight, graduating from high 
school at 15, a “straight A” stu- 


took the training course, but dis- 
liked playing ‘‘glorified waitress” 
and nursemaid ‘to. airsick busi- 
ness men. One morning she took 
the clippings of some magazine 
stories’ she had sold, marched 
into the studios of KTUL, a Tul- 
sa radio station, and talked her- 
self into a job as a continuity 
writer.

Somewhere along the line the 
notion struck her that television 
was the gimmick with a future. 
She. talked to her bosses about it, 
but they said the investment 
would be enormous and the whole 
thing was 10 years off anyway. 

In 1944, Helen was on a business 
trip to Washington. She dropped 
in at the tiny Dumont: studios 
there and saw her first TV show. 
Only about a dozen spectators 
watched with her and the show 
was not electrifying: a boy-and- 
girl amateur singing 
Helen’s hunch about TV hardened 
that day. She itched to go into 
the control room but lacked the 
nerve. It was a deficiency she 
soon remedied, for by the time 
her station went on the air, the 
forty-eighth to be built, she had 
inspected. all but three

Bob, a Washington University student, started out modest- 
ly six years ago with one $125 power mower and a few neigh- 
borhood customers, Today he has two $1100 mowers, 110 customers, 
and another youngster as an employe. Business men will concede 
that he is proof of a present-day truth, that any young man who is 
willing to work hard will not only astound his elders but literally 


mow ‘'em down. 


Hard work is a part of being a big-time operator in the lawn 
mowing line, Bob emphasized, as he scoured the grease from his 
hands at the kitchen sink of the Scharf home, 1129 South Geyer road, 
Kirkwood. Looking much like any other sunburned, sandy-haired 


youngster, the successeful young 
business man was wearing 
blue jeans, a swéat shirt, and 
scuffy shoes which he carefully 


removed when he went into the 
living room, so he wouldn’t get oil 
on his mother’s spotless rug. Sit- 
ting there in his yellow-and-red 
argyle stockinged feet, he re- 
viewed the high points of his 
career. 

It all started, Bob recalls, in 
the summer of 1947 when he was 
14 years old, and, like many 14- 
year-olds, got the idea that the 
acquisition of 4 power lawn 
mower would make his chief 
home chore easier. He pointed 
out that he could mow some 
neighboring lawns and make the 
mower pay for itself. His father 
wasn’t quite convinced.

So Bob bought the power 
mower himself with money he’d 
saved working in his dad’s filling 
station at Big Bend and Geyer 
roads. It was just a modest $125 
variety with a 20-inch cutting 
unit, ' 

“I didn’t even know anything 
about these lawnmowers I have 
now,” he says, a little rueful over 
his boyish ignorance. “I didn’t 
know they existed.” 

He served about 20 customers 
that first summer and made $500. 
They were all in his neighborhood 
as he couldn’t drive a car as yet. 
The second year he decided to 
invest his profits in a $425 mower. 
Once again his family—his parents 
and two older brothers—thought 
he was a little foolish to spend 
so much on equipment, but once 
again Bob went ahead and made 


it pay off. Four years ago, he 
moved up to the professional 
$1100 super-duper machines he 
now operates. This time his family 
didn’t comment. 


By this time, Bob had begun 
employing other big business 
methods, too, such as advertising. 
For the past several summers he’s 
serit out cards (“Expert Lawn 
Cutting—Let Us Take Care of 
Your Lawn All Season or While 
You're on Vacation — Bookings 
Now’’) to a selected mailing list 
of 2500. Also by this time, he 
had moved out of the small sub- 
urban lawn class into the estate 
cutting field.

Possibilities of Travel to the Stars

FTER we have visited Mars 
A wna taken a whirl around our 
solar system, what then? 
Can we pierce the great dis- 
tances beyond, perhaps visit other 
stars to explore them—and per- 
haps their solar systems? This 
is an intriguing possibility, for 
astronomers are finding more and 
more dark bodies moving around 
the nearer stars. Some astron- 
omers believe there are many 
solar systems in space. Dr. Gerard 
P. Kuiper, of the Yerkes and 
McDonald Observatories believes 
there are between 100 million 
and a billion solar systems. 


That means there is a possibil- 
ity of bodies the size and of the 
same composition as the earth 
moving around stars just like our 
sun at roughly the’ same distance 
of the earth from the sun. Statis- 
tically it can be shown that there 
should be hundreds of these

perennial bed received a thorough 
soaking, and our new hedge of 
Else Poulsén ‘roses was kept sup- 
plied with water. 

Most of our perennials will 
soon receive a generous mulch 
of partly decomposed leaf com- 
post, covered with an inch or 
two of sawdust or tan bark. We 
find that a double-decker sand- 
wich mulch of this type is very 
effective. The crumbly leaf com- 
post disintegrates readily and 
provides food for foraging roots. 
A top layer of oak tow, sawdust, 
or buckwheat makes the beds look 


neat and tidy. These ~ tougher, 
comparatively inert materials are 
also less hospitable to weeds, and 
they protect the compost from 
the drying action of sun and wind. 
Hard to Find : 

By using mulches we have cer- 
tainly been able to grow better 
plants with much less effort. A 
real limitation to mulch garden- 
ing, however, is the increasing 
difficulty of obtaining suitable

mulching materials. Oak tow, 
which is one of the best of all, 
seems practically nonexistent at 
present. It is also hard to find 
supplies of other organic wastes, 
such as ground corn cobs, spent 
hops, pecan shells, coffee grounds 
and wool chips. Buckwheat hulls, 
which may be purchased under a 
trade name, are expensive when 
used over large areas. Peat moss 
looks tidy, but it is too absorbent. 
Granulated peat blots up every 
shower, but stingily refuses to re- 
lease the moisture to plants. 

Sawdust is still available in 
this area, but when used in heavy 
layers, it tends to form a crust 
and does not admit air and water 
as freely as oak tow. Contrary to 
general belief, these materials are 
not “too acid” for most plants. 
However, if mixed with the soil, 
they may tie up available supplies 
of nitrogen, so that plants suf- 
fer from hunger. Growth will 
then be stunted, and the foliage 
may have a yellowish cast. 

As a matter of fact, it is wise 
to. give plants an abundance of 
nitrogen whenever organic mulch- 
es are used. Victor H. Reis, the 
garden authority, recommends 
spreading “complete” 5-10-15 
chemical fertilizer on the ground 
before the mulch is applied, and 
suggests adding either ammo- 
nium nitrate or ammonium sul- 
phate to the mulching material. 

« Use Liquid Fertilizer 

Our practice has been to apply 
fertilizer directly to the soil, and 
to give plants a quick lunch of 
liquid fertilizer from time to time 
during the season. Since plants 
must “drink” their food, these 
liquid feedings are appreciated in 
dry weather, when ordinary dry 
chemicals would not be at all ef- 
fective. 

We began using fertilizer solu- 
tions during Victory garden days. 
on the recommendation of Dr. 
Victor A. Tiedjens, who was then 
in charge of vegetable research 
at Rutgers -University. At his sug- 
gestion we made a stock solution 
of Victory garden fertilizer and 
water, with a handful of lime 
added to sweeten the mixture. 
Only a part of the chemicals dis- 
solved, of course, but any rem- 
ants were scattered on the soil 
in the garden. The stock solution 
was diluted and applied with a 
sprinkling can along the row or 


| around individual plants. 


After the war, when it became 
possible to get concentrated form- 
ulas, we fed many plants in our 
garden with a high analysis house 
plant fertilizer. Since that time 
dozens of different liquid ferti- 
ore have been put on the mar- 

et. 

Some rather startling claims are 
being made for leaf feeding and 
for iliquid fertilizers. Tests with 
radioactive chemicals show that 
when either leaves or roots are 
watered with fertilizer solutions, 
the effect can be detected in 
other parts of the plant within 
15 minutes. Even a large tree 
may be fed very quickly with a 
foliage spray. 

Not All for Leaves 

Although these high analysis 
fertilizers are expensive when 
figured on the per pound cost, 
they contain no fillers or inert 
materials. When they are prop- 
erly applied, there is little 
waste, for practically ev drop 
is used by roots, leaves, or even 
seeds. 

Not all of the liquid fertilizers 
are designed for leaf feeding. 
One type which contains organic 
fish in a balanced fertilizer is to 
be applied’ to the soil, and must 
be washed off foliage to avoid

McMahon's device has a 
name now, upon which patent 
registration is pending. He calls 
it “Neo-Lav” and has turned it 
over to a company for manufac- 
ture which already has its own 
registered company trade-style. 

In the field of insulation alone, 
something that ordinarily wasn't 
even thought about when a house 
was built 15 to 20 years ago, com- 
petition is now extensive and 
keen. Materials that hadn’t been 
discovered, devised or processed 
commercially in those days now 
battle for the business of new 
housing and reconditioning. Many 
insulating items have more than 
one function and the general pub- 
lic, not just designers and speci- 
fications experts, know aboit 
them today and weigh one against 
another when considering invest- 
ment. 

There’s Perlite, for example, 
the expanded volcanic glass, that’s 
being rearketed under several 
trade names derived from the 
word Perlite, for use as aggregate 
in plaster, concrete, and for poured 
insulation in hollow places. Then, 
there’s Zonolite, the insulating 
derivative of vermiculite, which 
also is sold as a sterile medium 
in which to start garden seedlings 
under the name Terralite. There 
are various kinds of rock wool, 
loose and in batts, there’s Sisal- 
kraft, the copper impregnated in- 
sulating material; aluminum in 
various forms, Celotex and other 
types of exploded and compressed 
board-like materials. 

There are dozens of companies 
now in the production of asphalt, 
rubber and other floor tile ma- 


terials, and there’s competition | 


by brand name among the mak- 
ers of plastic tiles for bathroom 
finishes, and between the makers 


of plastic tiles and the makers of | 


steel, aluminum. and ceramic tiles. 


They De Their Own. 
Costs and colors, appearance 


|and maintenance factors, includ-

All this is being Le ge at Offutt Air Force Base at Omaha, 
Nebraska, where the second of a radically new type of barracks was 
opened this month. Each of these three-story steel-and-glass struc- 
tures, designed for comfort, convenience and practicality, houses 216 
airmen of the Strategic Air Command, America’s long-range bombing 
force which has headquarters at Offutt. Built at a lower cost per 
occupant than standard barracks, it is expected to pay dividends in 
efficiency and morale.

ECAUSE sweetbreads are delicate in texture and bland in 
flavor, they require seasoning during cooking. Louis 
Odum, chef at Famous-Barr's Southtown department 
store, simmers them with vegetables for flavor. The sweet- 
breads then are braised and served on ham slice with a 


well-seasoned mushroom sauce. 


In preparing sweetbreads, the tough membrane is re- 
moved with a sharp ted knife. They are then placed in 
a saucepan in enough water to cover and sliced vegetables, 
lemon, salt, Bm leaf and peppercorns are added After sim- 
mering for 25 minutes, or until tender, they are placed in a 
baking dish with brown sauce and butter.

Four months after 
the wedding, he was drafted into the Army and 
went up to Presque Isle as a tail-gunner aboard 
a B-17. Then he went overseas, didn’t come 
back until December, 1945. 


War Prepared Her for Waiting 


ee VER SINCE the war,” says Ruth, “Jim has 
Kk gone out on boats. He has gone out 
since he was sixteen. It’s in his blood. 
His father went out and never came back. 
That won't stop Jim.” Jim’s father was lost 
with his boat, the “Isabel,” in 1934. Two 
cousins were lost with him. 
@ “Yes,” she says, ‘‘of course I worry. All fish- 
ermen’s families worry. But I know Jim can 
take care of himself. I just try not to worry.” 
@ Jim’s boat now is the 75-foot, 58-ton diesel 
trawler ‘Dorothy & Ethel,” equipped like the 
best of the Rockland fleet with Loran direc- 
tion finder, Fathometer, and radiophone. 
@ Most of his trips are for only a few days’ 
trawling for sea perch on the smooth bottom 
at Jeffrey’s and Skate Banks, out beyond Ma- 
tinicus Rock Light. But if the fish aren’t run- 
ning, he goes east to Nova Scotia and 
Newfoundland. When he does, he is often gone 


Except for Christmas, Farrell has never de- 
liberately stayed in port except to unload fish, 
refuel, put new ice in the hold, pick up sup- 
plies, and mend broken nets and gear. 

During trips, Ruth lives in the neat white 
house high on the rocks above Owl’s Head 
Cove with their 4-year-old daughter, Jill, and 
her 77-year-old father, lobsterman Oscar 
Foster, and two cats, Susie and Orange )uice. 

Standing at her kitchen window, she can 
look out beyond the red shed with its drying 
salt fish and lobster traps.Through a cleft be- 
tween pine trees, where Owl’s Head wives once 
stood to watch Cape Horn clippers booming up 
from China, is deep-blue Penobscot Bay. 

Back of her, in the neat red-and-white kit- 
chen with its gleaming new gas range and elec- 
tric refrigerator, is the telephone, on a table 
between the kitchen rocker and the big pen- 
dulum clock. With it, she can talk to Jim miles 
out at sea, via radiophone hookup through the 
Marine Operator in Boston. 

Close at hand, in whatever room she’s using, 
is the hallmark of all fishermen’s wives: a 
small, powerful short wave radio receiver. Jim 
gave it to her for Christmas two years ago. 
She keeps it turned on all day, to hear Jim’s 
voice talking to other skippers. 

Ruth’s day, whether Jim is in port or not, 
begins around 6:30 or 7:00 a.m., when Jill 
restlessly.demands to get up. Ruth goes down- 
stairs, usually to find that her father has al- 
ready left for his lobster traps, and gets break- 
fast. “But first,” she says, “I turn on the short 
wave to see how Jim is doing.” If the weather 
is stormy, she starts worrying.

@ Further, it takes a brave man 
to officiate in soccer. In Buenos 
Aires, four years ago, a referee 
was assaulted and dispatched by 
the fans. That is why, when the 
world championships were held 
in Rio de Janeiro, with a capacity 
for 150,000 fans, a moat 15 feet 
wide was constructed around the 
field. Not that this will keep away 
a soccer fan. In Italy, fans have 
been known to climb walls nearly 
as high as those of the Yankee 
Stadium to gate-crash a match. 
@ Soccer players are so stimu- 
lated by fans’ reaction that they 
join in the general fun. A Bel- 
grade soccer player, Borislav 
Stankovic, was given four months 
in jail for smacking a referee in 
the eye. The punishment, it was 
felt, would help the life expect- 
ancy of referees, as 70 had been 
similarly assaulted in Yugoslavia 
in 1950 and 90 in 1951.

The crowd howled so much that 
the owner acted in a straightfor- 
ward manner. He simply had 
Rogovin arrested and put in jail. 
Only diplomatic intervention re- 
leased the pitcher. 

“They're rough,” Rogovin says. 
“I was brought up in Brooklyn 
and I should know what’s rough.” 

Mexican fans have evolved a 
novel form of torture for pitchers, 
relates Danny Gardella, who once 
jumped to the outlaw Mexican 
League. 

“They throw delayed-action 
fire crackers which explode over 
the pitcher’s head,” Gardella 
says.

LONG ABOUT 3:30 a.m. these 

June mornings, a lean, 

sharp-eyed scientist 

crawls out of bed, calls 

for his dogs and hikes into the 
wild forest here. 

He is Leslie Robinette, a bi- 
ologist for the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. Robinette’s 
studies take him on some very 
unusual hunting excursions 
every spring. 

For Robinette’s job is to 
track down baby deer! 

He clamps metal tags to the 
ears of as many fawns as he 
finds. (It’s part of a long-range 
joint project with the Utah 
Fish and Game Department.) 

Robinette locates a doe with 
afawn as she comes out to 
browse about 4:30 a.m. He 
watches her with powerful 
glasses until he spots the fawn. 
Then he moves in with the 
‘dogs. When the fawn hides, the 
dogs sniff it out—unharmed. 

Robinette’s average: one 


fawn tagged for every 25 he 
spots. 

The purpose? To answer a 
question of national impor- 
tance to hunters and conserva- 
tionists: 


Should we harvest our deer 
by hunting or let them starve? 


What Becomes of Deer? 


XPERTS say 30 U.S. states 
are overstocked with 
deer! As a result, deer

motorists. Yet, in many areas, 
where doe-hunting is legal, it’s 
hard to convince hunters to 
shoot does as well as bucks.

What’s more, 
part of the profits of that afternoon’s 
business helped the landlady pay her bills. 
The landlady, as the word goes in New 
York realty circles, is no less a personage 
than England’s Queen Elizabeth IJ. 
Were New York’s shopkeepers (see 
photos) aware that their landlady is a 
queen? 
Oh, yes, they said, and once in a while 
they’d tell the customers about it, just 
to give them a thrill. 


Tenant Gets a Break 


AID ONE store manager: “The agents 
“ are very fair about things. Once, 
one tenant had a run of bad luck. 
Couldn’t pay his rent and had to move 
out. Instead of bringing bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings, the owners let him find another 
shop where rent was lower, and then let 
him pay his back rent as he went along.” 
The Madison Avenue building is one of 
about a dozen commercial and apartment 
buildings in New York owned on behalf of 
Queen Elizabeth. 

They’re all part of other investments 
the Queen has in U.S. property, such as 
railroad stocks and industrial securities. 

With the money she makes from these 
investments, plus others in Britain, the 
Queen pays the family bills. 

And like everybody else, the Queen 
needs every nickel. She pays her own 
salary” ($330,000), as well as that of her 


Elizabeth of England rules an empire—and also collects rents from her U. S. tenants; 


husband, the Duke of Edinburgh ($28,- 
000). She provides allowances for her 
younger sister, Margaret ($16,800), the 
Queen Mother ($200,000) and the Duke 
of Windsor ($70,000). These sums prob- 
ably will go up this year. 

Elizabeth’s son, Charles, now four, al- 
ready receives an income from the Duchy 
of Cornwall (he is Duke of Cornwall). 

But that’s only part of the royal fam- 
ily’s bills. Living in secluded corners of 
royal palaces and estates are some 125 
royal kinfolk, who all received annuities 
from the Queen’s pocketbook. 

Then come salaries of palace employes 
and an endless list of pensions, charities, 
bounties and gifts. On top of that is the 
upkeep of the official residences. 

These expenses take a hefty chunk out 
of the $1 million-a-year income that has 
come to the young Queen through the 
death of her father, King George VI. 

Add the income tax — Elizabeth is no 
more immune than anybody else in Eng- 
land—and it’s doubtful if the Queen gets 
her hands on more than half her income. 

At the moment, British government 
financial wizards are drawing up a new 
royal “contract,” which will set the yearly 
allowance for the royal family.

Upkeep of the royal family doesn’t cost 
the British taxpayer a cent. Allowances 
come from a 200-year-old trust fund set 
up by King George III. 

Elizabeth, as head of the House of 
Windsor, is proprietor of this fund. 
Known as the Hereditary Revenues of the 
Crown, it’s valued at more than $300,000,- 
000. It is known in financial circles as one 
of the world’s great fortunes. 

The monarchy has been in business for 
more than a thousand years. Over the 
centuries, English kings and queens ac- 
quired large slices of property. 

At present, this super-estate comprises, 
in addition to American holdings, 363,000 
acres of land and some 3,500 buildings 
throughout the British Isles. : 

Like George III, each succeeding mon- 
arch turned over all this rich property 
to the government in exchange for an 
annuity big enough to keep wolves away 
from princely doors.

According to the audit of 1951, net 
proceeds from Crown properties totalled 
nearly $7,000,000. Of this sum, $1,165,000 
was paid to the King. The balance of 
about $5,250,000 went to the credit of the 
National Treasury.
